Gasht consists of 4 Points. 

(1) Importance of Deen. (2) Virtues of 
Gasht. (3) The importance of Dawat and its 
object (4) Etiquettes. 

'Importance of Deen" (5 Points) 

In "Adab Gasht" there are 5 points we 
should try to discuss in defend concerning 
"Deen", 

1. The success of this life and the life 
hereafter is in following Deen. If Deen is 
totally in our lives we will be successful 
both in this world and the hereafter. If 
Deen is not in our lives we will be 
unsuccessful in both the worlds. 
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2. Deen is most loved by Allah Ta'ala, 
because of Deen the entire world is 
being controlled (sun, moon, earth, etc.) 
When Deen will no longer be existent in 
this world, the day of indegerent will 
come therefore because of the existence 
of Deen this world is functioning. 

(e.g. Deen in this world is like the soul 
in the body. When the soul is in the 
body, the body will operate perfectly. 
When the soul is removed from the 
body, the body ceases to function. 
Similarly when Deen is present in this 
world everything will operate perfectly 
and when it is removed there will be 
chaos and destruction. 
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3. The most loved by Allah are the Prophets 
(Alaihimus Salam). The best of the 
Prophets (Alaihimus Salam) is 
Muhammad (S.A.W). All the Prophets 
(Alaihimus Salam) were sent for the 
effort of Deen. If there was any other 
effort better than this effort Allah would 
have surely bestowed it to the Prophets 
(Alaihimus Salam). 

4. Those people who followed their 
Prophets (Alaihimus Salam) were 
successful in both worlds. Those who 
disobeyed their Prophets (Alaihimus 
Salam) were unsuccessful in this world 
as well as in the hereafter. 

{(examples of the Prophets (Alaihimus 
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Salam) can be related}. 

5. Because of the effort of Deen, the mercy, 
blessing and help of Allah will prevail 
and people will also enter Islam in large 
numbers. When the effort of Deen stops, 
the mercy, blessings and help of Allah 
will also be stopped and the people will 
be leaving the fold of Islam. 

2 Importance ofDawat 

There is a "Sabab" (reason) for everything. 
Hence for the spreading of Deen Allah Ta'ala 
made the Prophets (Alaihimus Salam) "Sabab" 

All the Prophets ( Alaihimus Salcim) who 
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came to this world were engaged in this effort. 
Last, the Holy Prophet Muhammad (S.A.W) 
came for the whole mankind till the day of 
Judgement. There will be no other Prophets 
(Alaihimus Salcim) to come after the Holy 
Prophet (S.A.W) hence, the work of the 
Prophets (Alaihimus Salcim) is now conveyed 
unto the Ummat ofNcibi (S.A.W).

The Object of this effort is not to bring 
people into Islam, but to revive the work of the 
Prophets in the way shown by Nabi (S.A.W).

She said 
to Rasulullah (S.A.W) to take this baby for 
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Jihad. Rasulullah (S.A.W) said, "It is very 
small, what can he do?" She replied, "give the 
baby in the hands of one Scihabi who will stop 
the attack of sword on the baby of this baby." 

3. Hazrat Umme Shareek (Radhiyallahu 
’anha) also faced a lot of hardships for 
Deen. One day Kafirs decided to send 
her away fom Makkah. She were held by 
two Kafirs and were not given anything 
to eat nor drink. On the way she felt 
thirsty. She laid down and was close to 
death. Allah Ta’ala sent water for her 
from the heavens which she drank. On 
seeing this the disbeliever accepted 
Islam.

Our success in Duniya 
and Akhirah is in practicing complete Deen, 
there are few qualities in "Deen", if we learn 
them, it will be easy for us to practice complete 
Deen. 

1. Firm Faith in Kalimah. 

Object: Allah is the creator and Controller 
of all conditions, the owner of all treasures, 
sustainer of all worlds and can do each and 
everything without the help of the creations, 
Creations cannot do anything without the help 
of Allah and Muhammad (S.A.W) is our Nabi. 
Our complete success of both worlds is in 
following the Sunnah of Rasulullah. 
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Virtues: 

1. Kalimah La Haha Illal-Lahu is the 
key to Jannat. 

2. If a 100 year old Kafir says this Kalimah 
with sincerity Allah will forgive all his 
sins. 

3. If anyone recite this Kalimah 100 times 
daily his face will be shinning like the 
14th moon on the day of Judgmen t. 

Effort of This Kalimah: 

1. Recite it properly

1. There are eight doors in Jannat and one is 
for those who do Zikr. 

2. Those who do Zikr will enter Jannat with 
a smiling face. 
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3. The one who is doing Zikr is liked a 
living person and one who does not do 
Zikr is like a dead person. 

Efforts of Zikr: 

1. Tasbeehat (i) Third Kalimah. (ii) Durud 
Shareef (\\\) Istighfar. 

2. Tilawat-e-Qur'dn every day at least one 
Siparah. 

3. Masnun Du'as (regarding eating, 

sleeping etc.). 

4. Habitual Zikr: Keeping your tongue 
always engaged in some small Zikr (e.g. 
Subhanallahi wa Bihamdihi). 


Ikram 

Object: The purpose is to have full respect 
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for all Muslims because they have 
Kalimah in their hearts. 

Virtues: 

a) Those who help others Allah will help 
him 

b) If we remove a harmful thing from the 
way, its reward is one Sadaqah. 

c) One who fulfils the needs of others, Allah 
fulfils (73) needs, one is sufficient for the 
needs of this life and 72 will raise the 
stages in Jannat. 

Efforts oflkrcun: 

1. Huqooq: Fulfilling our obligations 
towards our wives, children, parents, 
neighbours etc. 
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2. Akhlaq (character): We should try our 
best to improve our character in every 
way. 

3. Iesaar(e.g.) One person is hungry and he 
receives 2 pieces of bread, instead of 
giving 1 piece to his needy brother he 
gives the 2 pieces of bread, and remains 
hungry. 

4. Ikram: Fulfilling the needs of everyone. 

Ikhlas (Sincerity) 

Object: Whatever we do should be for the 
pleasure of Allah. 

Virtues: 

a) Allah does not look towards your faces and 
your wealth, but he sees your heart 
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and deeds. 

b) If we give one date for the sake of Allah, 
he will give its reward equal to mountain 
of Uhad. 

Efforts oflkhlas: 

1. Check our intentions in the beginning, 
middle and end of every action. 

2. Do every A’amal according to the way 
shown by the Prophet (S.A.W). 

Tabligh (Struggle for Deen) 

Object: To spend your health, wealth and 

time in the Path of Allah. 

Virtues: 

1. When a person goes in the Path of Allah 


his sins are forgiven. 

2. Spending 1 rupee in the path of Allah its 
reward is equal to 7 million (700,000) 
rupees. 

3. Saying one (Subhanallah) is like 490 
million (490,000,000). 

Now for learning and teaching of Deen time 
is required. Who is ready for this? 

Bounties of Jannat 

When Mu 'min will enter into Jannah, it will 
be announced:— 

i) You will remain healthy forever, disease 
will never come. 

ii) You will remain alive for ever, death will 
never come. 
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iii) You will remain in bounties which will 
never be finished. 

Jcinnat is made with bricks of gold and 
silver, Its cement is of perfumed musk. Its 
chips are pearls and Yaqoot. Its stand is 
Zafracin. 

There are eight doors of Jannah. Some say 
these are eight grades of Jcinnat :— 

i) Jannatul Mava 

ii) Darul Maqacim 

iii) Darul Salaam 

iv) Darul Khuld 

v) Jannat-ul-Adan 

vi) Jannat-ul-Naeem 

vii) Jannat-ul-Kasif 

viii) Jannat-ul-Firdous 
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Jannatul Mava is in the lowest, Jannat- 
ul-Adan is the middle and Jannat-ul- Firdous 
is on the highest. Those who- love each other 
for the sake of Allah, will get a pillar of 
Yaqoot, on which there will be seventy 
thousand (70,000) rooms. These will shine for 
the residents of Jannah as the sun shines for 
the residents of Duniya. 

There will be rooms in Jannah in such a 
way that every room will have seventy 
thousands (70,000) dinning sheets. On every 
dinning sheet 70,000 types of foods will be 
served. 

For their Service 80,000 young boys will 
be moving around looking like beautiful 
scattered pearls. 
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Food of Jannali 

They will eat foods and fruits continuously 
upto 40 years. Every bowl will have a new taste. 
They will take eructation which will digest the 
food and there will be perfumed sweating for the 
digestion of water. There will be no urine and 
stool. 

Garden of Jannat 

There will be gardens in Jannah. Every 
garden will have the length of about 100 years 
journey. The shadow of these gardens will be 
very dense. Their plants will be free of thorns. 

The size of their leaves will be equal to ears 
of elephants. Their fruits will be hanging in 
rows. 
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One bunch of dates will be equal to the 
length of 12 arms. The size of a date will be 
equal to the big pitcher. These will be whiter 
than milk, sweater than honey and softer than 
butter and free of seeds. The stem of these 
plants will be made up of gold and silver. 

There will also be gardens of grapes. The 
bunches of grapes will be very big. The size of 
a single grape will be equal to a big pitcher 
(pot). Someone asked, Yci Rasulullah (S.A.W): 
will it be sufficient for me and my family. It 
was answered, it will be sufficient for you and 
your whole tribe. 

The Dresses of Jannat 

The dress of Jannah will be very beautiful. 
One will wear 70 dresses at a time. 
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These will be very fine, delicate, weightless, 
having different colours. These dresses will be 
so fine that the body even the heart will be 
visible. And the waves of love in the hearts will 
also be visible. These dresses in Jannah will 
never be old, never be dirty and will never tear. 
There will be four canals in every Jannah. 
They are of water, milk, honey and Sharabun 
Tahoora. There will also be three fountains in 
Jannah. (i) Kafoor. (ii) Zanjbeel. (iii) 
Tasneem 

Qualities of People of Jannah 

❖ In Jannah, height of every Mo’min, will 
be equal to the height of Hazrat Adam (A.S) 
60 arms (90 feet). 
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❖ Beauty will be like that of Hazrat Yousuf 
(A.S) 

❖ Age of youth will be like that of Hazrat 
Esa (A.S) (30-33 years). 

❖ Sweetness of voice will be like that of 
Hazrat Dawud (A.S). 

❖ Tolerance will be like that of Hazrat 
Yaqoob (A.S). 

❖ Patience will be like that of Hazrat Ayyub 
(A.S). 

❖ Habits will be like that of Sayyaduna 
Muhammad (S.A.W). 

If a person makes Du ’a for Jannah three 
times, the Jannah requests Allah that O, Allah; 
make his entry into Jannah. And if a 
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person makes Du ’a for about the safety from 
Jahannum three times, the Jahannnum 
requests Allah that, O, Allah; save him from 
Jahannum.
